For colder weather 
the alcohol mixture should be great- 
er.

Mr 
Hanna continued through the various 
fields of service, showing the defects, 
glories and necessities of the schools 
and of school teachers, 


Among the defects he found the lack 


of appreciation of the schools found in 
the want of patronage, a want that 
•had resulted in the present time in 
20,000.000 in the United States beins 
unable to read a word or write a let- 
ter. 
He found 
the low quality of 


tehchers in preparation and ideals 
another defect which compelled 4,000,- 
000 of today's pupils to submit to the 
instruction 
of teachers less 
than 


twenty-one years of age. Following 
this line he found another defect in 
a national life that spent but one- 
seventh of the amount for schools that 
it does for luxuries (statistics of 1918, 
last available').

Such high intellectual standards can 
be attained only through the system- 
atic work of the schools, and the 
American school system thus becomes 
the bedrock fpundation of our dem- 
cracy. The moral, intellectual, com- 
mercial and civic stability and great- 
ness of America depends upon her 
schools. Our success individually and 
nationally are tied to qar schools.

CAN'T BE HIDDEN 


Can you read character in a face? 
Can you 


fize up'a person and know whether or not he can 
be trusted? 


Occasionally you meet some one who ha-> Ihe 


instinctive gift of penetrating any facial mask. 
"That fellow," vou comment, "has eyes that look 
right through you. He can see to the bottom of 
cne's soul. He's a good judge of character." 


This is a gift that can be acquired. Develop it, 


as one of ynur powers. It may save you from a 
heavy loss. 


You have observed the different expressions 


that flit across a man's face as he sees something 
pitiful, strange, terrible, dangerous, ridiculous 
omew. 
- 
— 


Those expressions reflect emotions that have 


been aroused. The face, in nearly every case, is 
the mirror of the soul. 


Each of us is dominated by some one emotion 


—such as fear, caution, recklessness, greed, gen- 
erosity, affection or trickery. When that emotion 
is excited in the average person, the face responds 
with a betraying expression. 
When that emotion 


is frequently aroused, finally becoming dominant, 
il is constantly mirrored in the face. 


No difficulty in fathoming the man with a 


worried look, the man with a happy-go-lucky 
countenance, or the man with a greedy, eager ex- 
pressioti. Ycu know what to expect of them. 


When you look into any person's face, merely 


ask yourself: "What emotion is this face betray- 
ing?" That gives you "his number." 


Looks sometimes are deceiving. But this is the 


exception that proves the rule. Nine times out of 
10, the face is a glaring billboard, easily read, 
revealing character. 


The study of psychology, through analysis of 


facial expression, is being furthered by the mo- 
vies. The film characters are constantly register- 
ing emotions, teaching people the meaning of 
facial expressions. 


That gives you a great advantage. Your grand- 


father had no such teacher. His knowledge of 
facial expressions was acquirely slowly, by ex- 
perience. He had to reason it out, step by step. 


Therein is the real intellectual value of the mov- 


ing picture. It is making us a nation of shrewd 
psychologists, teaching us how to read the mirror 
of the human life. 


This is a field in which men have much to learn. 


In the past, women have been the greatest psy- 
chologists. Cooped up in their homes, with very 
little to occupy their minds, they have, by coT£ 
ce^itrated analyisis and deduction, become experts 
at "getting his number."
